fornia world's fair committee received a 
communication today from Chief Bnm- 
ham of the construction department at 
Chicaco Btating that the exposition com- 
mittee intended to build an elevated 
Failroad running through the grounds, 
and that it would be necessary to take 
from the California plot a strip 40 feet 
wide and 68 feet in length as her portion 


The space in Jackson park assigned to 


this Itate comprised about 132,000 equate 
feet, and as the contemplated action of 
the local government board in Chicago 
will deprive California of 23,000 square 
feet, almost 20 per cent of the ground 
assigned to her, the commiESiouorfl nat- 
urally are very indignant.

space by the Chicago board it will impose

Mr. Laiiirley of Belfast M»ke» a Very 


Glittering- urnl Enticing 


Proposition. 


Samuel T. Langtey, formerly ol Bel- 


fast, Ireland, has arrived in Fresno from 
Australia for the purpose of assisting the 
raisin and fruit growers of Fresno county 
and vicinity ia opening up a market for 
their producta in England, 


Mr. Langley is not a philanthropist, 


although the effect of his minion will be 
the same as if he were. He expects to 
bo paid for his services by tbe fruit grow* 
era who are to reap the benefit of hia 
work. 


He told a reporter yesterday that he 


succeeded iu a bimilar mission in Aus- 
tralia and that the Australian fruit grow- 
ers are no-/ shipping to the United King- 
dom not only dried fruits, but green 
fruits as well, and are receiving remuner- 
ative prices therefor. The green fruit is 
shipped in cold storage compartments 
and arrives in Liverpool and London iu 
good order not withstood ing the length 
of the voyage and the heat which must 
be encountered in passing through the 
Suez canal. The Australian people gave 
him a handsome bonus for his services 
and he expects the same treatment from 
the people of Fresuo. 


He alleges that he has succeeded in 


obtaining a rate of $1.G5 per hundred 
pounds on raisins and dried fruit from 
Fresno to Liverpool by way of Panama 
from the Pacific Mail Steamship com- 
pany and its connections. 
All fruit 


shipped under bis direction will go to a 
responsible wholesale house which has 
branch retail depots in London and 
other English cities, and in Ireland and 
Scotland. He guarantees also that he 
can get 20 per cent more from his firm 
for good raisins than can be obtained 
anywhere in tbe United States. 
For 


large lots of five carloads or more he can 
get a lower rate than $1.05 per hundred 
pounds. 


"Fruit is a Inxnry in England," said 


Mr. Langley, "and is seen only on the 
tables of tbe rich. They cannot get 
enough fruit there—peaches and nectar- 
ines for instance—to supply tho demand 
of the 50,000,000 population. Your No. 
1 layer raisins will fetch from 14 to 16 
cents per pound retail in England, and 
us no commissions will have to be paid 
by the grower and no other expense, 
save $1.05 per hundred freight, there 
will be a largo margin of profit lor the 
Frceno grower. 
Wo will also make 


large advances on the bills of lading."

asBeitions he is a good man for Fresno.
